tion the Houfe of Hannover in their 
Addrefles, and thofe that do not— 
And no doubt, thofe that do not; 
defign we fhould reckon them fur 
Faostes, and they will be reckon’d 
tor fuch without fail; for as her Ma- 
jefty hasteftify’d in hex late Speech, 
her Concern for, and her fteady ad- 
hering to the Intereft of the Prote- 
ftant Succeflion in the approaching 
Peace ; fo thofe who thank her Ma- 
jefty for her great Care in the 
Peace, for the Good of her People, 
but omit that of the Succeffion in 
the Houfe of Hannover, ftrongly 
imply, that they do not efteem the 
Proteftant Succeffion to be for the 
Good of the People So that 
itcan be no Affront, to reckon all 
thofe Addreflors as Enemies to the 
Proteftant Succeffion and the Houfe 
of Hannover, who make no menti- 
on of it in their faid Addrefies: 
‘This is buta fhort Remark, but the, 
Gentlemen may find it of ufe. to 
them, and may fee the Reafon for 
it hereafter. 

Hid the Queen left it out of her 
Speech ; had it been omitted in the 
Articles propos’d for a Peace, per- 
haps 1 fhould have call'd ita facobite 
Peace, and faid the Queen was for 
the Pretender, as faft as other peorle ; 
but as -her Majefty has never omit- 
ted it in her Speeches, or omitted 
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ways exprefs’ 
for it, as what was near he 
on ali thefe Occafions, they 
have fome other Views than 
Queen, who omit it in their A 
drefles —— And I would only hint 
to thofe People, who would leave — 
the Proteftant Succeflion on of their 
Addreffes, that they would remem-— 
ber it may come to pafs, that tne 
Houfe of Hauover maycome to fucceed 
her Majefty, fuch a Thing by chance ~ 
may one Time or other happen, — 
(long may it be firft, tho’ certain 

it may be) But whenever it fhall 
be, and the Account, or Lift of 
who did, and did not mention that 
Succeflion, as one Thing they 
thank’d her Majefty for, in their 
Addrefles, may come to be feen by 
that Succeffor, how fimply will 
thofe People look at that time, un- 
lefs they can believe the Succeffor 
fhalk be neither capable of, Juftice 
nor Refentment? 

Qn all thefe Accounts, I fay, I 
haverefolv’d to take an exa@ Lift 
of thofeAddrefles, which take notice 
of the Proteftant Succeffion of the 
Houfe of Hannover, and to mark 
them as Friends of the Pretender 
who do not; and let this for the 
future, be theShitborh of the Party, 
and fo much for that Affair. 

But what is all this to the Cafe 
before us ? Why muft the Pretend- 
er be the Dead Weigh: in the Ar- 
ticle of Peace or War, asI fuid a- 
bove ? Sure a Man may be fora

_ To-return now to the Cafe of 
the War ; a / /aid above, this is a 
__ Crifis, fuch perhaps, as Europe was 
_ never under for many Ages paft — 
As ‘tis dangerous in pojnt of Cen- 
fure; folconfefs ic is difficult in 
point of Judgment, to determine 
what is the Foundation either part 
a& upon ; but fomething may be 
faid——— The Dutch (good People) 
are ina great ftra!t, and I believe 
know not well how to a&, I pray 
God dire& both Us and them to 
take right Steps, I'll fpeak to them 
all in courfe, but I begin with the 
Duich. ; 
The Srates-Gineral lie in the mid- 
dle between two Extremes, vz. Tie 
~ Queen of Great Britain and the Em- 
- peror: Her Majefty has declar’d 
for a Peace, and made the Terms 
publick ——In which fhe has been 
pleas'd to fignifie, that the Ends 
for which the War wasbegun, are 
Anfwer'd ; After what the Queen 
has faid, lam not for Debating 
whether they are or no, the Empe- 
ror is on the other Extreme; | am 
perfuaded, the Dutch, whoarea wife 
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‘a Politick People, would be 
glad to make a Peace ; the Circume 
{tances of their Nation, their Com- __ 
merce and their Conftitution make” 
it natural tothemto defire it ; per- 
haps they would obtaia fome Addi- 
tional Terms, which no doubt alfo 
the French would comply with, to 
bring them over, if the Thing was 
fully Treated on. 

But the Emperor feeing the deli- 
cious Morfel fhatch’d from him, 
and the Spanifh Moxarchy which he 
has fet his Yeart upon, not given up 
to him; he rejeéts the Peace, and 
infifts upon the War — Between 
thefe two, the Durch havea nice 
Cafe to determine, and on this, the 
whole Affair turns, 

I confefs my Opinion is, the Durch 
know too well their own Intereft, 
and know better what the Weight 
is that muft lie upon them, in care 
rying on this War, than to be drawn 
into fuch a Hazard; Pu: what is 
my Opinion to the Judgment ofthe 
Town, who all believe other 
Things ? And indeed who knows 2 
For Nations ofteh a& againft them- 
felves. Oh, how Cavalierly now 
do our Gentlemen talk of the For- 
midable Forces of the Emperor, 
who lately Reprefented him as an 
Impotent Prince, and to whom the 
Spanifh Afonarchy might Safely be an- 
nex’d without any Danger to the 
Proteftant fatereft, which I confefs 
] never beliey’d ? But that by the 
Way. 

I readily grant, if the Emperor 
will faithfully exert himfelf, which 
no Emperor before him ever did, he

do his Bufinefs, he may do much 
for his own Intereft, who never 
did much for Ours. . 

But if the Emperor can do this, 
we have been finely Treated by the 
former Emperors; and what have 
we to. curfe their High-Dutch Ma 
nagement for, who have been Sa- 
crifizing us fo many Years paft, and 
who'have reap'd the Fruit of our 
Blood and Treafure, while they have 
made the War: a meer Game of 
Chefs, to laft for Ages, and to be 
left for Pofterity to-play out: 
Whereas, had they done their Du- 
ty, and perform’d as we have done, 
we War had been ended long a- 

0? 
But when all the Blufter we make 
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Dutch will Embark in il 
be pofitive, ,but I fay 
think it ; if the Queen fhoulc ) 
pofitively, That: fhe will n . 
with the War any longer, . 
Dutch know too wel their ow | 
reft and their own Strength, 
what they have to truft to; 
Strength in Flanders is not all the 
Café, the War is*carryed on. in 
many other Parts, andall the Prins 
ces in thofe parts have been fupport- — 
ed by Us, and muft now by them, — 
or perhaps they willfallofftoo: We — | 
fee no great Appearanceof theDuke | 
of Savey coming into the Field, or 
of the Portugueze being able tode- — 
fend himfelf, and if either of thofe 
Princes. make Peace, the Armies 
Employ’d againit them are as fo 
many Auxiliaries to France, 

Tfhall fay no more than this to 
it; Iwill not determine, butI can- 
not believe, that we have had fo’ 
little a Share in this War ; thatthe 
Confederates, I-mean the Dutch, 
can Undertake, or will Engage to 
carry it-on without Us.. I fhall, in
